A Foul and Murder in 
Iowa. 


Morngs, Iowa, July 11.—The fol- 
lowing are the particulars of the mur- 
der of R. 8S. Clingan, at Polk City, in 
this county: Late last night, as far as 
is: known, as Mr. Clingan, with his 
clerk, 8. C. Hauger, were closing the 
store for the night, two men came to 
_ the door saying, ‘‘Good evening, gentle- 


men,’’ drawing revolvers at the same 
time. Without any warning they fired 
at Clingan, the ball taking effect below 
_ the collar bone. He died instantly. 


‘There is no clue tothe perpetrators.

© City was aroused and squads of men on 
horseback spent the night scouring the 
whole country. There is a report just 
now that the pursuers are close on the 
track of the murderers. Itis generally 
supposed that this is the second chap- 
ter of the mysterious murder of Stubbs, 
the Mayor of the place, last year, who 
, ‘was shot dead by masked men who en- 
tered his bedroom. He and Clingan 


were great friends, and Clingan has 


been taking an active part in ferreting 
out his murderers.

PROSPECTS OF WAR. 


The Franco-Chinese Difficulty Not 
Settled. 


Minister Bouree Interviewed—an | 
Talk Upon the Differences Existing 
Regarding the Tonquin 


From F. July 10.] 
A. Bouree, who for the’ past three 
years has occupied the homprable and 


ter tothe Chinese Kingdom, arrived 
in this city Sunday evening on the 
steamship Coptic, and will leave to- 
day for the East- and Parisi 
tire family accompanied him. The 
gentleman 1s of low stature, stoutly 
built, with a full, round face.

CABINET DISAGREEMENT.

It was un- 
derstood that he should insist upon 
having the Yun Nan river opened for 
navigation from Tonquin to the sea- 
coast. 
TONQUIN AND CHINA INTIMATE. 


Minister Bouree asserted that he did 
all he could to bring about this and 
other desired results, but, even before 
he had landed on Chiuese soil, the 
Tonquinese and the Chinese had be- 
come very intimate, and the latter had 
sent 25,000 soldiers within Ton- 
quin’s borders, not to quell 
rebellion, as asserted, but really 
to aggravate the French ‘and give 
Tonquin an evidence of their power. 
Then the Minister had to step forward 
and demand the withdrawal of thé 

ops from Tonquin, and also that, 
according to the treaty, China ~hould 
thereafter not object to ti: pretector- 
ate of Tonquin. He was using his 
diplomatic ability in overcoming the 
obstinacy of the Chinese, when, to his 
amazement and consternation, he 
learned that his people at Saigon had > 
in April, 1882, 


ATTACKED A FORT 


In Tonquin and slaughtered 400 na- 
tives. Having received no notifica- 
tion of this intended assault, he was 
at first at a loss as to what explana- 
tion to offer the enraged Chinese Vice- 
roy, Li Hung Chung. He, how- 
ever, finally convinced the © sov- 
the French had no 
desire to conquer China, and that the 
little difficulty in Tonquin should not 
be considered a challenge of war. 
From April to November there were 
no visible signs of restlessness in the 
kingdom, ‘but toward the latter part 
of the year. 25,000 Chinese soldiers 
were sent into Tonquin. This ap- 


‘peared suspicious, and  Bouree’ 
moved to Tien-Tsin, where he 
could be close to telegraphic 


communication. It was while: there 
that a proposition of his was 
favorably received by China. It was 
that the troops be withdrawn from 
Tonquin; that the Yunnan be opened 
for navigation as before demanded; 
and finally, that there shall be estab- 
lished a neutral: zone running along 
the southern boundary of the Empire. 
‘This latter clause pleased the Chinese. 
THE ACTION DISAPPROVED? 


Two French Ministers approved of 
the new arrangement, but two months 
ago a new Cabinet denounced it, said 
it was not an arrangement suitable to 
France and immediately recalled Minis- 
ter Bouree. A gentleman who is familiar 
with French politics last night said 
there were only three things to be done: 
the Ministry must back down, a new 
one take its place, or else there will be 
war. Andif there is war, the Chi- 
nese have sufficient resources to make 
it last twenty years.

THE AVISE MURDER CASE. 
The Prisoners Released and Rear- 


cision. . 
Justice Ling’s courtroom was crowd- 


ed yesterday by anxious expectants for 
his decision in the case of the men 
charged with the murder of Ben Avise 
last Saturday, near Savanna. This is 
a case that has absorbed considerable 
public interest since the fact of the 
killing became public, not only because 
Avise was generally and favorably 


known, but on account of the many 


peculiarities of the case. 
District Attorney White opened for 
the prosecution in a forcible address, 


‘and was followed by Judge O’Melveny 


for the defense, in an appeal to the 
Court that was generally cofceded to 
be an able effort. Col. Wells closed for 
the prosecution. 

Justice Ling’s opinion, if it may be 
called so, ‘was listened to with almost 
breathless attention. It was lengthy 
and delivered without notes, hence 
the readers of the Times will be 
denied the great privilege of reading it. 
At its conclusion he ordered the dis- 
charge of the prisoners on the ground 


that it was justifiable homicide.. 


It is said that the decision was greet- 
ed with hisses, but this Justice Ling de- 
nies, and says that if anybody had 
hissed there would have been another 
story to tell—a ‘‘sequel,’’ as he ex- 
pressed it. At least, the decision was 
not in consonance with the feelings of 
the spectators. In fact, citizens gener- 
ally do not indorse the decision, and 
many bitterly denounce it. There is but 
slight difference of opinion on the sub- 
ject, and itis not the first time that the 
people have disagreed with this bench. 
It will be seen by our court reports that 
Judge Sepulveda dissents from the 
opinion of Justice Ling, and has put 
the three men rearrested under $2000 
bail each. This is probably the most 
important case that has come up before 
Justice Ling, and the public does not 
look upon the alleged facts in the case 
as he does; but time and future devel- 
opments will show who is right. 


INSTALLATION SERVICES: 


Rev. A. J. Wells Installed as Pastor 
of the Congregational Church.

Western Congress- 
man on Current Topics. 

A Times reporter had a few minutes 
conversation yesterday with Hon. 8. E. 
Payson, of Illinois, member, of Con- 
gress from the Ninth District of that 
State, and chairman of the Assay Com- 
mission lately appointed by the Presi- 
dent. Judge Payson left Washington 
about two weeks ago, and has been 
traveling leisurely through the States 
and Territories, gathering information 
which he hopes will be of service to him 
in the next Congress. 

At Santa Fé he found the Tertio- 
Millennial celebration progressing suc- 
cessfully, and had also the pleasure of 
meeting his ‘distinguished confrére, 
Senator Logan, who, it seems, has been 
making quite a stay at the ancient 
pueblo. 


While passing through the Territories, 
Mr. Payson took advantage of the op-' 
portunity to investigate the In- 
dian question, and as a result 
of his observations is firmly convinced 
that sentimentality in dealing with the 
noble red man should be done away 
with, and a different and more common- 
sense policy adopted. 

In reply to a question as to the condi- 

tion of politics in the East, the Judge 

said that in his own State everything is 

quiet and the Republicans are confident 

that all dissensions in the party will soon 

be healed. The high-license ordinance 

lately adopted gives the best of satis-

A City Hall and New Jail. 

Los Angeles is far ahead of any 
city ot its size in California in the 
matter of churches and school houses, but 
the great want ‘now is a city hall for city 
offices and other purposes. At present 
there is very little safety for the records 
and hardly any comfort for the city offi- 
cers. Among other things, the city should 
have a jail separate from the county, 
and a city hall might have a jail con- 
nected with it in some manner. The 
city has given away enough property 
to have built a dozen city halls, and 
now finds herself in the disagreeable 
position of being forced to buy real es- 
tate needed for almost any purpose. 
Years ago, when the city had so much 
real estate, provision should have been 
made for a site for a city hall; spacious 
parks should, have been laid out, and 
the streets should have been widened; 
but now all these things are expensive, 
and our city fathers hesitate.

Mexicans ‘Ask 
Murderers. 

TomssTongE, July 9.--The following

with 150 men tothe Sierra Madres, in 
pursuit of the Indians who committed 


the bloody and wanton assassina- 
tion at Bajuedarachi,.on the 17th 
ultimo, after General Crook had 
made his peace arrangements with 
them in the Sierra Madres, and. was 
removing and escorting their families 
on his march back to San Carlos. We 
ask General Crook, in the name of hu- 
manity and an outraged people, to pun- 
ish these fiendish murderers on their 
afrival at the reservation or turn them 
over to the Mexican authorities, as these 
murders were committed.after he had 
made ‘‘paz grande’’ with them in the 
Sierra Madres; also, to do an act 
of justice to the inhabitants ot 
the towns of Bavispe, Basacaci 
and Guachinera, and return to their 
people the stock stolen from them, and 
whose trail led in the direction of the 
General’s camp, as these were stolen 
after the terms of the peace treaty, and 
we believe are now to be found at the 
Indian encampment, wherever that may 
be, in your Territory. By to-day’s mail 
we have advices from Bavispe to 
the 27th ylt. Lieutenant Pares, of 
the State troops, reports to these 
headquarters that an immense Indian 
trail was discévered by his troops on 
the 25th ult. made by Indians over 
Gen. Orook’s old trail, within one day’s 
travel of -Bavispe. This trail was evi- 
dently made by Indians leaving our 
country for your Territory, and who are 
supposed to be Gen. Crook’s treaty-of- 
ve Indians en route to San Carlos. 
ignal fires were also seen on many 
mountain tops within the last ten days 
from many towns in this district, and. 
from this it is presumed that the In- 
dians are rounding up to give us one 
more blow before bidding us fareweil. 
Commandant i is still in the 
Sierra Madres, in the direction of Guay- 
nope. His return is expected in a few 
days. This officer in bis last expedition
